‘OUTE 17 out of Savannah is the Intra-Coastal Highway, touch- 
ing the Atlantic Ocean at various points as it meanders north. 
There’s much to see and learn about, beginning right in Savannah. 
Fort Pulaski, last engaged, unsuccessfully, in guarding the river 
approaches to Savannah during the Civil War, was Robert E. Lee’s 
first military assignment after graduating from West Point. Its 20th 
century counterpart ... Hunter Air Force Base—with more far- 
reaching protection than man might have even dreamed in the 
1860s. The sign on its closely guarded gates attests to the sincerity 
of purpose of its men: “Peace is our Profession” . . . The Juliette 
Gordon Low birthplace in the center of town, built during the 
1820s, designed by the young English architect, William Jay, now 
owned and operated by The Girl Scouts of the USA in memory of 
their beloved founder. The fourth and top story with other addi- 
tions were made in 1886 in keeping with the fine Regency archi- 
tecture. It contains many fine early period pieces and Low family 
pieces though restoration has been focused on the 1870 period 
when Juliette Gordon was of Girl Scout age. Daisy Gordon 
Lawrence, Juliette’s niece, and the first registered U. S. Girl Scout 
adds a warm personal touch as hostess. On through the plantation- 
studded area and around the outer edges of Charleston, S. C. to 
Wilmington, N. C. ... then to New Bern with its recently restored 
Tryon Palace . . . missing much along the way that invites the 
traveler who must make the most of his limited time. 

Antiques shops in, and en route from Savannah . . . many owners 
were out as I dashed from one to the next to say hello. Those I did 
meet were thoroughly hospitable and charming . . . The Pollards 
of Rosemary Antique Shop, Inc. whose already abundant stock will 
be moved next year to accommodate even more that is due from the 
contents of a 90-room Italian chateau they had purchased on a 
recent European jaunt; Erbe J. Jackson, pretty enough to be a 
fashion model, is mistress of Olde Savannah Antique Shoppe which 
bulges with quality collectibles. Hutton Plantation, ex-home of the 
Barbara Hutton family at Yonges Island, S. C. is now operated as 
a game lodge and still contains many of the Hutton family pieces. 
The owners have recently added a small stock of antiques. Just 
up the way there’s Murrells Inlet, S. C. boasting “The Hermitage” 
built in 1849 and owned by Clark and Lillian Willcox who sell 
antiques, reproductions, and gifts . . . and Murrell’s Inlet Motor 
Court Antiques where Julia Marlow presides over as grandiose a 
selection as her time and the area can afford. Oak Patio Antiques 
a few miles north is still recovering from recent storm damage 
which almost gave wings to the buggy that adorns the roof. Its 
owner, Gertrude Martin, an ex-advertising executive is another 
enthusiastic SPINNING WHEEL reader who showed me how she 
used the magazine to identify her stock and how it aided sales. 
Martha Washington Antique Shop, Wakefield, Virginia, features 
furniture, china, and glass in a large building on the highway a 
few miles away from their Wakefield Diner and Gift Shop, famous 
for its Smithfield ham on biscuits. I missed many of our good 
friends by not going inland. I missed them, too, in the dawn and late 
hours for fear of disturbing their slumber. It was, nevertheless, a 
good trip . . . stimulating and thought-provoking . . . my first one 
covering this many miles by car and I hope the beginning of many 
to come in 1961. There’s much territory to be covered. Maybe you'll 
cover some I can’t. When you do, drop me a line. I'll compare 
it and share it.

NOT A NIDDY-NODDY 


On pages 18 and 19, Spinning Wheel, 
October ‘60, are pictured two types of 
swifts with a correct description of the 
purpose for which a swift is used. But on 
page 20, in the “Glossary of Weaving 
Terms”, the swift is not only incorrectly 
described, but is called a niddy-noddy! 
The purposes of these devices are alto- 
gether different. Quite simply, thread is 
wound onto the spinning wheel from the 
niddy-noddy; it is wound off from the 


spinning wheel on to the swift.

MISS BULLARD REPLIES 

Terminology, especially in a handcraft, 
is almost invariably regional. Terms often 
suffered transference to entirely other 
uses than their original ones as _ they 
moved slowly about the country and the 
world. Thus, the name niddy-noddy is 
applied to a swift in the area best known 
to the weaving authority whose book sup- 
plied the glossary of terms in my article. 
In other areas this may not be true. 

Space did not permit me to go into the 
niddy-noddy—a hand reel, or hand cross- 
reel, used to wind thread into a skein and 
to measure it. It was usually a stick with 
crosspieces at each end, often set at right 
angles to each other. A fine treatise on 
the niddy-noddy is to be found in the 
Chronicle of the Early American Indus- 
tries Association for March 1958.

WHO Knows 


To Mrs. E. B. Hijerpe, Port Arthur, 
Texas, who inquired about the word 
“Puddephatt” pressed on the bottom of a 
glass toothpick or match holder, Becky 
Plummer, Pine Bluff, Arkansas, writes: 
“From the latter part of the 19th century 
to about 1910 or 1912, two brothers named 
Puddephatt operated a furniture store in 
Pine Bluff. We believe these little glass 
holders were souvenirs given by this store 
at an opening or some special sale. We 
have one, and a friend here has another.” 


To Mrs. R. D. Gray, Munday, Texas, 
whose vase about which she inquired was 
pictured in September issue, Mrs. A. C. 
MeKenney of Washington, D. C. replies: 
“IT bought ~eage similar to this vase in 
the Philippines some sixty years ago. I 
was told they were made in China, of 
soapstone. I have one small piece of a 
dull grayish tone, but the others are the 
shade she describes.” 


Word from a Connecticut reader iden- 
tifies the iron grinding device of Mrs. 
Moffitt’s, pictured November '60, as a 
“Butcher’s Iron Meat Cutter”. It was 
illustrated in an 1853 catalogue of Rug- 
gles, Nourse, Mason & Co., “Agricultural 
and Horticultural Ware-house and Seed 
Store’, Quincy Hall, Boston, with manu- 
factory at Worcester, Massachusetts. 
Directions called for cutting the meat 
into pieces the size of an egg, free from 
bone, and feeding it in the hopper while 
turning the crank as fast as it would 
clear. Their claim: “This machine will cut 
100 pounds of meat per hour.” 


From Mrs. Stella Pennington, Westfield, 
Mass. on the same subject: “The iron piece 
pictured by Mrs. Frank Moffitt is a: com- 
bination grinder and sausage stuffer. The 
small opening at the other end of the 
machine is where the animal casing (in- 
testine) is placed ; the meat and spices are 
put in through the top opening. Grind 
and you are on your way to making 
sausages! I tried it and it works! I can’t 
imagine how the piece at the Museum 
works because the output end is at the 
wrong end of the machine. My piece is 
marked on top: ‘Hale’s Patent’, with the 
cypher RE Co., and ‘Made by Russell & 
wee ,_Mfe. Co. New Britain, Conn.

LOCK collector William McPher- 

son Bigelow, owner of Maron 
Candies, Philadelphia, and past presi- 
dent of Philadelphia’s Number 1 
Chapter, National Association of 
Watch and Clock Collectors, has re- 
cently added inanimate clock items to 
his collecting. Of the thirty-seven cot- 
tage ornaments with painted clock 
dials now on his shelves, none are 
alike, though he has three variations 
of the Highland piper group—one with 
three pipes, one with four, and the 
rare one with five, shown upper left. 
Other differences, in the angle of the 
feather or position of girl’s arm or 
scarf, indicate more than one maker 
liked this design. A second Wesley 
figure shows the preacher full length, 
with angels leaning from the pulpit. 
Commonly attributed to Stafford- 
shire, these unmarked Victorian orna- 
ments were also made in Scotland. 
Some are pale in color, decorated only 
with gold; others are gay with deep 
blue, coral-red, dark green. Castles 
with clock dials are harder to 
find than figures; the combina- 2 
tion, below center, is unusual.

Grandmother Ware 
by HELEN FIELDS 


REATLY favored by American housewives between 

1830 and 1880 were china tea sets of white ware with 
blue sprig decoration. Staffordshire potters turned out 
thousands of such sets for export to the States—in earthen- 
ware, in ironstone, and occasionally in fine translucent 
porcelain. Most of the ware was opaque, made of a soft 
clay body, with a highly glazed frosting-white surface in 
which black specks frequently appeared. There were end- 
less variations in the design of the sprig decoration, and 
its color ranged from a pale lavender blue to a deep 
purple-blue. Sometimes a lustre wash was used on the 
design. 

For some undetermined reason, the ware was known to 
the trade as “Chelsea’’. Its resemblance to early Chelsea 
decoration was indeed far fetched; it seemed actually in 
imitation of Wedgwood’s relief decorated wares. Twentieth 
century collectors, confused by the misleading nomencla- 
ture, began to call it “Grandmother Ware’, appropriately 
enough since every family cupboard seemed to yield a 
piece or two. The successors to some of the early manu- 
facturers still make a pattern in this ware; in 1957, when 
Plummer’s Ltd. of New York advertised it, they played 
safe by calling it ‘Blue Chelsea or Grandmother Ware”. 
(In the modern version, the ware is uniform; there are no 
flaws in the glaze, no black specks, no bubbles or rough 
spots around the sprigs, and the relief itself is not as high 
as in old pieces.) 

In the earlier pieces, the raised sprig, in the light blue 
shade, was the only decoration, Often a cup was decorated 
inside as well as out. Lustered sprig ware was made be- 
tween 1830 and 1850 by C. Allerton and Son and several 
others. In the Victorian period ornate arabesques of white 
background embossing were added. Occasionally gilt 
bands were painted on. 

Though scores of nineteenth century Staffordshire pot- 
ters made this ware, including such well knowns as Adams, 
Adderley, Allerton, Aynsley, Bridgwood & Sons, and 
Sampson Smith, few marked their products. Adderley was 
one who did so occasionally; Adams and Bridgwood & Sons 
were others. A wreath and anchor mark, impressed, is 
quite often found, though it is as yet unattributed to any 
particular factory. 

The ware was used primarily for tea services, though 
occasionally such pieces as milk jugs, egg cups, sauce 
dishes, and cup plates are found. The tea sets were elabor- 
ate, composed of two, sometimes three, pots, waste bowl, 
cream pitcher and sugar bowl, two cake plates, and twelve 
or more cups, saucers, and tea plates. 

The shapes were typical of the period. Plates were six, 
eight, or twelve-sided, .as well as round; cups were made 
both with and without handles; sugar bowls were gener- 
ously large. Teapots and pitchers, graceful in the early 
years, grew heavy and more bulbous with the passage of 
time. 

Grape and grapevine motifs in many variations are the 
most frequently encountered, but many other designs are 
to be found, too, The thistle was a popular design, as were 
various flowers, used singly or in nosegays. Fruit, as well, 
appeared in baskets, urns, or cornucopias. Occasionally 
classic human figures were used. 

Perhaps the rarest sprig designs are the Bird of Para- 
dise, in deep blue against elaborate white embossing, and 
the light blue Hawthorne sprig on a plain white ground. 

Fortunately for today’s collectors, the various patterns 
blend well in use, and the ware, which seems at present 
to be somewhat relaxed in popularity, is still avail- 
able at prices within the means of the average 
collector. 
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In the author’s collection of Grandmother Ware, a portion of 
which is shown here, there are over forty different sprig designs, 
and these by no means comprise all the motifs that were offered. 
Top shelf, left to right: pale blue thistle sprig, on plate, never 
made with lustre; basket of grapes, copper lustred, white em- 
bossing, on cup with 15-sided saucer; pale blue grape sprig, 
gold lustre flower, on cup, inside and out, gold circle on saucer; 
matching tea plate. Second shelf: copper lustred grape and 
crown, beaded white embossing, on 5” sauce dish; lustred grape 
and urn sprig, white embossing, on creamer; pendent lustred 
grape, on panelled embossed waste bowl; same on double- 
handled creamer. Third shelf: Unusual Scroll (?) pattern 
sprig, on cup and saucer, sugar bowl; pale blue basket of 
grapes, on panelled creamer; another Scroll cup and saucer 
showing inside decoration. Fourth shelf: Chain of daisies 
holding basket, and large flower sprigs, on milk pitcher; Scroll 
cake plate; sheaf of wheat and urn of flowers, white embossing, 
on round tea plate. Bottom shelf: blue daisy on sugar bowl; 
pendent grapes, lustered, on white embossed cake plate, im- 
pressed wreath and anchor mark; “Nautical” sprig design, on 
teapot. 





ABOUT THE AUTHOR 


Mrs. Fields, who began to collect Grandmother Ware only a 
few years ago, now has over one hundred pieces, with more than 
forty different designs represented. For her first piece, a 
creamer, she paid $18; since then she has found similar pieces, 
just as interesting, and in as good condition, for as little as $3. 
She displays them in her large kitchen, on special husband-built 
shelves, and in an adjoining room on the five-shelf hanging 
ease shown. She says she can’t remember when she wasn’t 
collecting something; she still adds to the stamp collection she 
began when she was eight years old. Lately, she’s become in- 
trigued with iron doorstop cats and has several unusual ex- 
amples. Antique dolls have been a hobby of long standing, and 
at last count her doll family numbered over thirty-five minia- 
tures, and more than three times that many “big people”. For 
additional hobbies, Mrs. Field paints in oils, plays piano—and 
keeps house for her husband and their five teenage children.

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HOUGH Appleton Prentis of Boston, Massachusetts, 
was not the first to produce wallpapers in America, 
his billhead, reproduced here, on which he totted up the 
account of Dr. Francis Borland on August 29, 1791, seems 
to be the earliest known for an American wallpaper 
manufacturer. 

Boston directories for 1790 list Prentis & May as wall- 
paper manufacturers at 43 Marlboro Street. The partner- 
ship dissolved in 1791. William May set up at Green’s 
Wharf, opposite the Golden Ball Tavern in Merchant’s 
Row; Appleton Prentis moved to Milk Street, a little below 
the Old South Meeting House. Nancy McClellan in her 
Historic W1l'napers suggests his operation was a factory 
only. The billhead indicates he was also concerned with 
retail sales. 
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Wallpaper? 


Wallpaper, known in Europe since the sixteenth century, 
did not come into popular use in America until about 1750. 
Not only had it been costly to import from England or 
France, but the Church had frowned on it as a “sinful 
display of luxury and pride.” 

Authorities fail to agree on the first American manu- 
facturer, mentioning Plunket Fleeson, Philadelphia, 1739; 
John Rugar, New York, 1765; and John Carnes of Dela- 
ware, 1798, noted as the first large scale manufacturer of 
paper hangings. All used a wood block printing process. 
Chintz designs, florals, stripes and flock papers were 
as popular as the panels ambitiously patterned with 
“Quaker figures, of Diana, of War, Peace, Music, 
Love, and Rural Scenes.” Green, dull red, blue, tan, @ 
and black were the predominating colors.

On Serving Chestnuts 


by MARGARET LOVELL RENWICK

HOLE chestnuts used to be 

served more often in England 
than they are now. In early days they 
were skinned and peeled, roasted, 
braised, or boiled, then wrapped in 
homespun linen to take out the 
steam, and sent to table in a pewter 
tureen. 

The great eighteenth century sil- 
versmiths began mak.ng elaborately 
pierced bowls; and for those people 
who, in the phrase of the time, “ate 
in plate,” steaming chestnuts could 
be brought right into the dining par- 
lor, wrapped generally in a_ table- 
napkin of Flemish damask. The con- 
temporary French court called this 
mode da la serviette. 

So attractive was pierced silver- 
ware that by the mid-eighteenth cen- 
tury, it was being imitated in English 
porcelain. Throughout the Wall 
period at Worcester, popularly reck- 
oned from 1752 to 1793, nothing 


lovelier and more practical was made 
than the perforated chestnut basket, 
complete with stand and cover, in 
which the dessert, piping hot, could 
be served without a cloth. By the 
1790s, the Leeds Pottery was adding 
to their creamware dessert services 





delightful chestnut baskets with 
double-twisted handles, in patterns 
used by Leeds only. In charming ar- 
rangements of small stars, crosses, 
lozenges, circles or diamonds, the per- 
forations themselves add much to the 
loveliness of any chestnut basket, 
whether pottery or porcelain. 

Examples which come on _ the 
market are not cheap. Last year at a 
famous London dealer’s a quatre- 
foiled Worchester pair, 8 inches wide 
by 5 inches high, with leaf-spray 
handles, fetched $280. 

Across Channel, in the old pro- 
vinces of Limousin and Périgord in 
southwest France, opulent eighteenth 
century households served the re- 
gional dish of stewed chestnuts with 
elegance. The nuts were only skinned, 
not peeled; each diner peeled, split, 
and buttered his own portion, “In 
order not to blacken the fingers,” as 
an old French cookery book, dated 
1782, expressly says, he used both 
fork and knife. These were about 6 
inches long, the fork two-pronged, 
the knife sometimes sickle-shaped, 
sometimes with curves in the 
back like a French cheese 
knife.

Figural Bottles in 
Pottery and Porcelain 


ECAUSE fewer figural bottles 

were made in china and pottery 
than in glass, and over a longer period 
of time, collectors look hard for ex- 
amples. Sometimes they find marked 
pieces of exceptionally fine ware and 
workmanship, and of an early date. 
These are their gems. But the bottle 
collector does not refuse late, or even 
modern, figurals in china or pottery 
for they are seldom re-issued or re- 
produced, and may quickly become 
rarities. The two ink bottles pictured 
here are earlier than most glass 
figurals, and unusually fine; others, 
with the exception of the Czechoslova- 
kian cockatoo which must date after 
1918, fall into the 1890-1900 period. 
All are from the collection of 
Mrs. A. L. Schmidt of Long i 
Beach, California.

Button Sight-Seeing 
New York City 


by JANE FORD ADAMS and LILLIAN SMITH ALBERT 


MERICAN history was made in 

Federal Hall, corner of Wall and 
Nassau Streets, New York City, on 
April 30, 1789, when George Wash- 
ington was inaugurated first President 
of the United States. Button No. 1, 
illustrated, made in both brass and 
copper, was planned as a souvenir of 
the event. It bears the legend ““Memor- 
able ASra—March the Fourth 1789.” 
Bad weather and slow transportation 
caused the discrepancy between the 
intended date, which appears on the 
button, and the actual one. 

Button No. 2 is associated with New 
York almost by accident. Pioneer col- 
lectors called it “Skating in Central 
Park,” and compared its picture with 
the Currier and Ives print of that 
scene. Such identification seems in- 
spired more by wishful thinking than 
by close observation! The name has 
proved popular, however, and so, too, 
has the button. Many collectors place 
it at the top of the list of desirable 
New York subjects. 

No. 3, “Peary at the North Pole,” is 
generally conceded to be the preferred 
of several picture buttons inspired by 
Peary’s Arctic expedition of 1909. Its 
New York ties are genuine. The ship 
on the button is the “Roosevelt,” first 
vessel ever built in the U. S. for an 
Arctic voyage. The money for the 
ship, as well as for the expedition, was 
raised in New York, and New York 
was the port of departure. 

The Statue of Liberty (No. 4) and 
the Grand Central Depot (No. 5) have 


long been the landmarks of arrival in 
the metropolis for travelers by sea or 
land, as the case might be. The first 
is a picture button probably dating 
from the late 1880s when the statue 
was being erected and dedicated. The 
other is a uniform button. 

The remaining three buttons pic- 
tured are also metal uniform buttons, 
chosen for their pictorial interest. The 
caption, “N Y & B”, over the Brooklyn 
Bridge (No. 6) tells the informed col- 
lector that the button came into use 
between 1883, when the Bridge was 
completed, and 1898, when Brooklyn 
became a part of Greater New York. 

“Free Public Bath/Manhattan’”’ 
(No. 7) is a picture that rolls the 
calendar back to days when city 
bathhouses were as common as muni- 
cipal swimming pools are now. In 
1900, there were fourteen bathhouses 
on the Hudson and East Rivers. They 
were open to men and women on alter- 
nate days during the summer — all 
night in the hottest weather. A bather 
was allowed only twenty minutes in 
the water, which explains the figure of 
five and a half million free baths in a 
single season. 

The Holland Tunnel Police button 
(No. 8) brings out the point that uni- 
form buttons, like coins and stamps, 
are collected not entirely on an an- 
tique basis. This vehicular tunnel, con- 
necting Manhattan with Jersey City, 
was not opened to traffic until 
1927, yet the button is every 
bit as collectible as the older @ 
ones.

To Make A Museum 


OR the twenty-three years Mrs. 
Alice Steele of West Cummington, 
Massachusetts, was in antiques trade, 
she collected miniatures for herself. 
In spare moments, for fun, she as- 
sembled tiny rooms, scaled an inch 
to a foot, representing, most of them, 
rooms or scenes remembered from her 
childhood or described by her elders. 
When a highway rerouting absorbed 
her shop location a few years ago, she 
resigned storekeeping to devote her- 
self to her dream—a museum of 
miniature rooms. Today, in a building 
constructed for the purpose, fifty tiny 
rooms and as many single scenes are

For those who have never 
known country life of fifty or a 
hundred years ago, she makes it 
believable by the simple expedient of 
showing doll people “doing things,” 
from readying for “The Saturday 
Night Bath” to attending the “Cum- 
mington Cattle Show.” Historically 
important, too, are her careful repro- 
ductions in miniature of several early 
wall-stencilled parlors and ballrooms 
in the locality, some of which 
have gone out of existence since @ 
her copies were made. 

Imaginative tableaux un- 

der glass domes, like this 
one of Mrs. Steele’s titled 
“Waiting for the Fever to 
Break”, make effective 
mantel or table pieces, as 
easily contrived by those 
who have just a few ex- 
amples of miniatura to 
preserve as by doll col- 
lectors. Whenever old 
pieces needed are not 
forthcoming, Mr. Steele

Meissen Fountain 
Travels West 


ATES are seldom found on old 
Dresden china,” writes Frederick 
Litchfield, discussing porcelain made 
at Meissen in his Old Pottery and 
Porcelain, ‘“‘but occasionally one finds 
pieces . . . made for certain exalted 
persons, and these give us the ap- 
proximate date.” Such is the hand- 
some fountain shown, standing nearly 
six feet tall on a teakwood base. Deli- 
cate pinks and turquoise blues predom- 
inate in its hand painted decoration. 
It was designed in 1792, at Meissen, 
for the Imperial Palace, Charlotten- 
berg, in Berlin, It stood in the Royal 
dressing room there, filled with float- 
ing cut flowers, and playing for Royal 
families until after World War I. An 
English nobleman bought it then, and 
installed it in the circular staircase of 
his London residence. Another war, 
and it was dismantled and stored—a 
wise precaution, for the house was 
destroyed during the bombings. 

After World War II, the fountain 
joined the rush of treasure leaving 
England, and through an art dealer 
was sold to Miss Faye Curran of Den- 
ver, Colorado. When Miss Curran died 
last year, she left the fountain, with 
lesser Meissen pieces, to its present 
owner, Mrs. Elmer Brock. 

It has come a long and roundabout 
way from the Imperial Palace to a 
modest home in Denver. And its 
journeying may not yet be over, for 
Mrs. Brock feels it belongs in less 
modest surroundings, and has 
offered it for sale. Whither ig 
now?

Very little is known about this 
company and its manufactures. 
Kamm (Book 3,g page 49) writes, 
“. . the factory burned in 1887, but 
is said to have been rebuilt; however, 
no advertisements appear after 1888.” 


DESIGNER: Henry Franz of Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania. Mr. Franz also 
designed for Messrs, Campbell, Jones 
& Company, at least until it was re- 
organized as Jones, Cavitt & Com- 
pany in 1886. 

PATENT DATE: May 17, 1887. 


CoLor: Trwnasparent amber, canary, 
blue, clear. Possibly in other colors 
and opaque glass. 


SIzE: 4%” long by 2%” high. 

DESCRIPTION: Mr. Franz describes 
his “tooth-pick or match holder” as 
“a hollow vessel exteriorly formed in 
the shape of a blacksmith’s anvil. The 
outer surface of the vessel is orna- 
mented by a series of diamond-shaped 
projections, which so unite (when 
any six are taken together) as to 
form a complete six-pointed star.” 

ATTRIBUTION: The Anvil toothpick 
or match holder, although well known 
to collectors, has never been identified 
before, nor can we find it illustrated 
or mentioned in any of the standard 
reference books, One similar, though 
not identical, is illustrated by Dr. 
Millard in Opaque Glass, plate 169.
